He writes to please others, I to 
myself ; he talks but little 
and pays you the rare compliment 
Bg a good lecturer, I like to 
Spread myself.

On the other hand, the Order of 
Americans is a Fraternal Insurance 
Society. It has fifty deaf members 
who have their own separate lodge 
called the Oallaudet Assembly No. 
14. We would have been glad to 
receive a charter for a separate 
lodge from the Masons, I, O. 

U. W., etc., of course, that 
was impossible. When the Order 
of Americans reversed the tradition 
by telling the deaf that they could 
join on an absolutely equal f.

If, in the ordinary course of human 
Us, the Order grows and ex- 
pands till it has the power and in- 
fluence of the older Societies, then 
such an influence will mean much to 
the deaf.

The Masons are rich aud strict as 
to integrity. They have a lodge or 
lodges in almost every city or town. 
Sometimes the lodge possesses im- 
mense wealth. Its Masonic Temple 
may cost millions of dollars. Sup- 
pose a Mason who is in distress, go 
to that wealthy lodge. Thecwealthy 
members say "We cannot legislate 
as to the condition of your health," 
as that fellow says in your news- 
paper. They can do nothing, ^t 
would be rebellion against the laws'. 
They must write to the Supreme 
Body somewhere in England, where 
King Edward presides. The King 
must O. K. the check for five dol- 
lars for the member in distress, 
Would not all that delay and some- 
what inconvenience the unfortunate 
member ?' ' 

Then Tilden relapsed into silence 
and did not care to say anything 
more. This is the Douglas Tilden, 
who has given the American deaf, 
on all of whom he looks as his friends, 
more advertisement than they can 
give him in one hundred years. He 
was paid the great compliment of 
being elected, by the hearing people, 
the Second Vice-President of the 
whole order of Americans. This 
summer both the president and first 
vice-president were away, and a 
deaf-mute was for a time virtually 
the acting president of a hearing so- 
ciety composed of thousands of hear- 
ing members. The members of the 
Oallaudet Assembly take the chair 
in rotation, aud this year Tilden is 
the presiding officer of an assembly 
of deaf-mutes, which is backed by 
an order of hearing people, which is 
backed by a guarantee that if 
five thousand members insured at 
$3,000 each drop dead at once, each 
cent of their claims will be forthcom- 
ing. This is the Tilden whom a fun- 
gus- brained deaf-mute calls an ig- 
noraut man. Very likely the deaf- 
mute will come forward with an- 
other statement that he was iu the 
wrong. For the present, my 
opinion of that deaf-mute is that he 
is an insufferable cad, that the noisy 
assurance with which he calls our 
attention to his faith in even a N. 
F. S. D. , is to be viewed with dis- 
trust, aud that he enters the list 
with his feeble-minded imitation of 
Zeno's style, only to gratify a long 
suppressed desire to be noticed by a 
Douglas Tilden, who began his 
work in behalf of the deaf " by his 
lonesome self" as far back as 
thirty years, and is to-day ignorant 
of the foresaid raw, unbaked aud 
diminutive animal's existence. 
That deaf-mute has ' ' nerve. ' ' That 
is pictorial. But it is the three 
columns of stupid and unoriginal 
stuff that is tiresome and deadening. 
Unless I am assured by the officers 
of the F. S. D. to the contrary, I 
even doubt the assertion of the 
"oralist" that three members of 
the society died since the $250 bene- 
fit of the society was raised to $500. 
Moreover, this is the Douglas 
Tilden to whom Dr. Fox paid this 
gentlemanly compliment, which has 
the double merit of being a simple 
truth: "One in particular, Mi. 
Douglas Tilden, of California, has, 
in a carefully outlined plan of orga- 
nization, given evidence of a pro- 
found study of the subject, which 
he advocates with rare ability and 
sincere enthusiasm." This is the 
Tilden, over whose head the same 
irresponsible deaf-mute forever 
meandering in his curious English, 
would read the riot act, because 
Tilden essayed alone to solve the 
knotty problem of uniting all the 
deaf of America. But there is a 
Committee who is on its side, at- 
tempting to do the same. Are yon 
going to tell that Committee to keep 
off l>ecanse "the present N. A. D. 
is all right" and it is best to " let 
that Association and the v. 
State Associations pursue the even 
tenor of their way."

St. Elizabeth 's Memorial Chapel, 
situated on a beautiful knoli just 
off the Mt. de Chaiital car line, at 
Steenrod Place, the third church in 
the United States for deaf-mates, 
was dedicated at 8 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon with appropriate cere- 
monies, the services being conduct- 
ed in sign language, and interpret- 
ed for the benefit of those present 
outside of the deaf-mutes by Mr. 
Roberts, of Pittsburgh, who was 
here in the capacity of interpreter 
for the special occasion. The ser- 
vices were attended by hundreds 
and the handsome little chapel was 
taxed to its capacity, while many 
were unable to gain entance and 
stood about on the outside of the 
door. 

The principal address was de- 
livered by Rev. O. J. Whildin, of 
Baltimore, a missionary to tbedio 
oeseof West Virginia. Other deaf- 
mute ministers who took part la 
exercises were Rev. Austin W. 
Mann, of Cleveland, a missionary 
to (be diocese of the middle west 
and oldest deaf-mute minister in 
the world ; the Rev. Mr. Dantzer, 
pastor of All Souls' Church in Phila- 
delphia.

Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of Htich a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to the Hiureh ediliee and be a center 
of religions and toeta! life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Galhmdet 
hoped during his lifetime to see (he 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial lo him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's (liureh is used wholly for 

the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be iihoiI for tint social, re- 
ligious and Industrial needs of the 
deaf-m uteH of New York. The 
amount, required for "The (lalbiu- 
ilel Memorial Parish lltiildiug" will 
i><> about ♦30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to hi in whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
